To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen, 
to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1, 
1944,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor,  payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may 
be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year  in  accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  from  the  earnings  of  the  Electric 
Light  Department. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Electric  Light  Department  to  use  the  earnings 
of  the  department  for  the  ensuing  year,  agreeable  to  the  petition  of  the  Electric  Light  Commissioners. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $330.15  from  the  Dog  Tax  Refund  to  the 
Library  Fund' 

ARTICLE    7.      To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to  the  letting  of  the  Town  Hall. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,500.00  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  Chapter  81 — Roads;  said  money  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  any  money  which  may  be  allotted  by 
Federal,  State  or  County,  or  all,  for  this  purpose.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT,  1943 


The  year  1943  has  been  quite  different  from  other  years  in  the 
library.  Many  of  its  readers  are  now  in  the  armed  service,  others 
are  working  long  hours  in  defense  work.  The  ladies  of  this  commun- 
ity are  giving  many  hours  to  Red  Cross  work  and  other  duties  con- 
nected with  war.    It  means  quite  a  loss  in  the  number  of  readers. 

As  usual,  book  deposits  were  sent  to  the  Howe-Manning  School. 
These  books  were  chosen  from  the  State  Reading  List.  Boys  and 
girls  will  read  the  books  to  which  they  are  exposed,  and  the  funda- 
mental purpose  of  this  list  is  to  stimulate  children  to  read  voluntarily. 
Satisfactory  reading  experiences  result  in  a  love  of  books  and  a  joy 
in  reading  which  will  carryover  into  adult  life;  ^satisfactory  read- 
ing experiences  result  in  a  love  of  books  and  a  joy  in  reading  which 
will  carry  over  into  adult  life;  unsatisfactory  reading  experiences  may 
result  in  a  lasting  distaste  for  books.  Certificates  for  reading  were 
awarded  in  June. 

Magazines  in  the  reading  room  were  American  Girl,  American 
Home,  American  Magazine,  Better  Homes  and  Gardens,  Boy's  Life, 
Child  Life,  Country  Gentleman,  Everybody's  Poultry  Magazine,  Farm 
Journal,  Good  Housekeeping,  Jack  and  Jill,  Life,  National  Geographic, 
Nature,  News  Week,  Popular  Mechanics  and  Reader's  Digest. 

Book  Week  was  observed  in  November  with  an  exhibit  of  new 
books  for  all  ages,  but  chiefly  for  the  children.  The  exhibit  was 
held  in  the  balcony  which  is  an  ideal  place  as  it  is  away  from  the 
routine  work  of  the  library.

The  Board  of  Selectmen  submits  for  your  approval  a  report  of 
its  activities  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1943. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  busy  one,  with  several  changes  and 
improvements.  One  of  the  most  important  changes  was  that  of  re- 
locating the  Rationing  Board  Offices  to  the  Lower  Hall  of  the  Town 
building.  This  has  given  the  Town  a  substantial  saving  on  expenses. 
Our  Town  Hall  has  also  had  new  shingles  and  several  minor  repairs 
and  improvements.  We  have  had  Liability  Insurance  placed  on  all 
Town  property.  It  was  necessary  to  have  larger  doors  at  the  Fire 
Station,  so  Over-head  doors  were  installed.  Through  the  Office  of 
Civilian  Defense  a  500  gallon  Trailer  Pumper  was  made  available  for 
the  Town,  thus  giving  us  adaquate  fire  protection. 

A  condition  arose  which  made  it  imperative  to  close  a  dump  at 
the  Ipswich  River  bridge  on  Maple  Street.  Two  hundred  and  fifty 
yards  of  clean  fill  were  used  to  make  the  area  improved. 

Our  Civilian  Defense  work  has  been  greatly  reduced.  The  dim- 
out  regulations  have  been  lifted.  The  Report  Center  in  the  Fire 
Station  has  been  closed  but  the  Center  is  covered  at  the  B.  B. 
Chemical  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Seaver  L.  Macdonald.  The  Ob- 
servation Post  is  manned  only  one  day  a  week  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Oscar  V.  Johnson. 

To  the  Town  Officers  and  members  of  all  departments  we  wish 
to  express  our  appreciation  for  their  cooperation  during  the  year.

ELECTRIC  LIGHT  COMMISSIONERS' 
REPORT 


Owing  to  the  restrictions  on  the  buying  of  new  material  by  the 
War  Production  Board,  it  has  been  necessary  to  delay  some  needed 
new  construction  for  the  duration,  and  to  repair  rather  than  replace 
wornout  or  obsolete  equipment,  which  would  ordinarily  be  replaced 
to  give  really  efficient  service.  This  has  saved  critical  material  but 
it  has  increased  labor  costs. 

In  spite  of  this  handicap  we  have  been  able  to  avoid  any  serious 
interference  of  service,  and  to  meet  an  increased  demand  for  267460 
KWH  more  than  was  purchased  in  1942. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  this  increased  consumption  in 
1943  is  67686  KWH,  more  than  the  total  purchase  of  219772  KWH 
in  1929  when  this  Commission  was  established. 

To  meet  this  increased  demand  it  has  been  necessary  to  double 
the  transformer  capacity  at  the  Subrstation  and  increase  capacity 
from  45  KVA  to  75  KVA  at  the  Keddy  Machine  Co.  These  changes 
cost  approximately  $2,100.00.  Due  to  War  time  conditions  current 
bought  in  1943  cost  $3,639.91  more  than  it  usually  would. 

Increased  sales,  reduced  operating  expenses,  a  5%  reduction  in 
line  loss,  and  that  many  customters  who  were  in  arrears  in  their  pay- 
ments have  taken  advantage  of  increased  earnings  to  pay  in  full, 
have  made  it  possible  to  meet  this  added  expense  and  end  the  year 
in  a  healthy  financial  condition,  with  a  credit  balance  of  $2,242.61 
after  returning  $2,000.00  to  the  Town  for  reduction  of  taxes. 

It  must  be  remembered  however  that  after  War  time  restrictions 
are  removed,  it  will  be  necessary  to  properly  do  the  work  that  is  now 
being  delayed,  or  done  on  a  temporary  basis. 

Many  of  our  street  lights  have  been  in  service  for  so  long  that 
the  pipe  supporting  brackets  are  rusted  or  weakened,  heads  are 
cracked  or  chipped,  and  shades  are  missing. 

Additional  street  lights  should  be  installed  on  several  streets  not 
now  lighted. 

Due  to  a  heavy  fluctuating  load  on  the  South  Main  Street  and  con- 
necting circuits  there  is  a  disagreeable  flicker  in  the  house  lights. 
This  cannot  be  avoided  except  at  a  prohibitory  cost  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  customers  affected  will  consider  it  a  War  time  emergency 
which  will  be  corrected  just  as  soon  as  restrictions  are  removed  and 
conditions  make  it  possible. 

We  thank  all  who  have  worked  with  us  for  the  success  of  the 
department.

Your  Board  of  Assessors  has  been  quite  active  during  the  year 
making  corrections  in  previous  records,  clarifying  certain  property 
descriptions  and  placing  on  the  active  list  certain  properties  that  have 
not  been  assessed  for  many  years  because  of  the  existence  of  im- 
proper assessments  and  questionable  descriptions. 

The  continuation  of  this  work  will  result  in  a  greater  equality  of 
the  tax  burden  and  a  fairer  establishment  of  real  estate  assessment 
values. 

The  kind  and  type  of  work  your  Board  has  been  doing  may  best 
be  described  and  is  contained  in  a  letter  addressed  to  this  Board  from 
the  Commissioner  of  Corporations  and  Taxation.  The  Commissioner's 
letter  is  as  follows: 

To 

Board  of  Assessors 
Middleton,  Mass. 

A  careful  analysis  is  being  made  of  the  1943  certified  books  under 
the  law  required  to  be  sent  to  me  and,  in  conjunction  with  this,  an 
examination  is  being  made  of  the  work  that  assessors  are  doing 
throughout  the  Commonwealth. 

This  examination  which  covers  all  the  351  cities  and  towns  dis- 
closes the  good  spots  and  the  bad  spots.  The  progress  in  Middleton 
is  so  pronounced  that  I  am  not  going  to  resist  the  urge  to  write  and 
congratulate  the  Town  of  Middleton  upon  having  a  board  of  assess- 
ors which  has  so  intelligently  exercised  the  duties  of  its  office  which 
the  examination  we  are  making  of  the  1943  work  clearly  shows. 
This  work,  which  I  am  going  to  use  as  a  model  for  what  other  com- 
munities might  well  use  for  their  work,  has  brought  about  tremend- 
ous financial  gain  to  the  Town  of  Middleton.  in  addition  to  resulting 
in  a  greater  equality  of  tax  burden  and  a  fairer  establishment  of 
values  with  full  and  complete  descriptions  of  property  that  are  sub- 
ject to  local  assessment  laws. 
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It  is  perfectly  obvious  that  Middleton  should  give  more  complete 
financial  support  to  the  assessors  of  Middleton  because  it  is  not,  in 
the  case  of  Middleton,  a  question  of  paying  more  in  order  to  get 
more  but  rather  to  compensate  for  what  has  actually  been  brought 
about  for  the  financial  benefit  of  the  Town  of  Middleton.  It  would 
be  tremendously  fortunate  if  the  Town  of  Middleton  could  understand, 
as  I  do,  the  enormous  benefit  that  has  come  to  them  through  the 
splendid  work  the  assessors  have  done,  but  I  am  assuming  that,  even 
though  they  may  not  have  the  opportunity  of  close  and  careful  ex- 
amination, particularily  in  comparison  with  other  communities,  they 
do  understand  the  work  is  being  done  with  very  high  efficiency  and 
that  a  continuation  of  that  good  work  will  be  assured  by  financial 
encouragement  to  the  Board  of  Assessors.  Middleton  is  getting  much 
of  very  definite  value,  so  much  in  fact,  that  I  marvel  at  the  ac- 
complishments of  the  assessors. 

It  is  obvious  to  me  that  it  is  nothing  but  good  business  to  see 
that  this  sort  of  good  work  continues  and  ;the  town  will  be  repaid 
many  times  over  for  giving  without  stint  to  the  assessors  so  that 
this  work  can  continue  to  move  forward.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit 
of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Middleton  for  the  period 
from  April  14,  1940,  the  date  of  the  previous  audit,  to  June  15, 
1943,  and  submit  the  following  report  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  town  funds  or  commit- 
ting bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and  reconciled  with  the 
books  and  records  of  the  town  accountant. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with  the 
treasurer's  books  and  departmental  records,  while  the  recorded  pay- 
ments were  compared  with  the  treasury  warrants  and  the  treas- 
urer's books. 
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The  appropriations  and  transfers,  as  recorded  in  the  ledger, 
were  checked  with  the  town  clerk's  records  of  town  meetings  and 
with  the  finance  committee's  records  of  transfers  authorized  from 
the  reserve  fund. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  a  trial  balance  was  drawn 
off  proving  the  accounts  to  be  in  balance,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which 
is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial 
condition  of  the  town  as  of  June  15,  1943. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  expenditures  for  highway 
projects  carried  on  by  the  town  in  conjunction  with  the  State  and 
county  may  not  exceed  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  appropriations 
voted  by  the  town,  tpgether  with  the  amounts  actually  received  on 
account  of  allotments.  Whenever  the  reimbursements  from  the 
State  and  county  are  not  received  in  time  to  provide  funds  for 
payment  of  pay-rolls  and  materials,  temporary  loans  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  6A,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws,  may  be  issued 
by  the  treasurer  without  a  vote  of  the  town. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and  compared 
with  the  records  in  the  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town 
and  with  the  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the 
town  treasury,  while  the  payments  were  checked  with  the  select- 
men's warrants  authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town  funds. 

The  cash  balance  on  June  15,  1943,  was  verified  by  reconcilia- 
tion of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  furnished  by  the  bank 
of  deposit  and  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest  were  proved 
with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  securities  on 
file. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  invest- 
ments of  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer,  the 
library  trustees,  and  the  Naumkeag  Trust  Company,  were  examined 
and  listed.  The  income  was  proved  and  the  expenditures  were 
verified. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  taken  by  the  town  since  the  previous 
audit  were  checked  with  the  deeds  on  file.  The  amounts  added 
to  the  tax  title  account  were  compared  with  the  collector's  records, 
the  recorded  redemptions  were  checked  with  the  receipts  as  shown 
on  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  and  the  tax  titles  on  hand  were  listed, 
proved,  and  checked  with  the  records  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 


STATE  AUDIT  REPORT 


The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  taxes  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  exami- 
nation and  all  subsequent  commitments  of  taxes,  were  audited  and 
reconciled  with  the  assessors'  warrants.  The  payments  to  the 
treasurer  for  the  several  levies  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's 
cash  book,  the  abatements  were  checked  with  the  assessors'  records 
of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed 
and  reconciled  with  the  accounts  as  shown  in  the  accountant's 
ledger. 

Verification  notices  were  mailed  to  a  number  of  persons 
whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town, 
the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the  outstanding  ac- 
counts, as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  town  clerk's  records  of  sporting  and  dog  licenses  for  the 
current  year  were  examined,  the  payments  to  the  State  being  veri- 
fied by  comparison  with  the  receipts  on  file  and  the  payments  to 
the  town  treasurer  being  compared  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book. 

The  records  of  the  electric  light  department  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  commitments  were  verified,  the  collections  were 
compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  and  the  outstanding 
accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  accounts  of  the  public  welfare  department,  including  the 
bureau  of  old  age  assistance,  as  well  as  of  all  other  departments 
collecting  money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection, 
were  examined,  checked,  and  reconciled  with  the  accountant's 
ledger. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  financial  officials  bonded  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and  found  to 
be  in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet  referred  to,  there  are  appended 
to  this  report  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's 
and  the  tax  collector's  cash,  together  with  summaries  of  the  tax, 
departmental,  tax  title,  and  tax  possession  accounts,  as  well  as 
tables  showing  the  trust  fund  transactions. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  the  various  town  officials 
during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants 
and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorized  the  Town 
Treasurer,  with  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from 
time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year 
beginning  January  1,  1944,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  there- 
for, payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as 
may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year  in  accordance 
with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

Recommended.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Committee,  • 
Middleton,  Massachusetts 
Madam  and  Gentlemen: 

It  is  my  privilege  to  submit  herewith  my  TWENTIETH  AN- 
NUAL REPORT  as  Superintendent  of  Schools.  This  being  an- 
other war-time  report,  it  will  necessarily  be  colored  by  such 
war-time  activities  as  have  entered  into  the  schools.  These  extend 
from  sale  of  war  stamps  and  bonds  through  rationing  periods 
to  salvage  drives  for  paper  and  scrap.  It  is  shortened  for  the 
sake  of  saving  paper  and  to  make  it  easier  for  short-handed 
publishers. 

The  activities  mentioned  above,  which  are  wholly  within  the 
school,  are  but  a  small  part  of  the  war's  effect  and  impact  on  the 
lives  and  characters  of  the  children  of  school  age.  One  has  but 
to  read  current  newspapers  and  the  various  informative  type 
monthly  publications  to  realize  the  force  and  the  universality  of 
these  impacts.  Much  of  the  difficulty  is  traceable  to  unusual 
home  environment  resulting  from  economic  conditions  which  have 
called  more  and  more  mothers  into  industry,  but  even  more  power- 
ful is  the  peculiar  type  of  nervous  tension  and  consequent  reaction 
which  is  much  more  difficult  to  diagnose  and  to  control. 

The  inordinately  great  demand  for  labor,  both  skilled  and 
unskilled,  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  very  successful  arming 
of  this  nation  has  reached  into  and  upset  the  order  of  all  too 
many  homes.  Mothers  who,  in  normal  times,  would  never  have 
thought  of  seeking  employment  have,  as  a  result  of  propaganda 
presenting  such  labor  as  a  patriotic  duty,  left  their  normal  home 
pursuits  for  various  types  of  factory  activities.  In  many  cases, 
both  parents  are  employed  either  during  the  same  hours  or  in 
alternating  shift  periods,  so  that  the  family  is  almost  never  to- 
gether as  a  unit  and  naturally  disintegrates  as  a  basic  educa- 
tional force.  If  continued  long  enough  the  results  of  this  condition 
will  be  a  little  short  of  appalling.  The  initial  effects  are  already 
plainly  visible  the  world  over.  Not  a  day  passes  that  we  do  not 
read  or  hear  of  some  misguided  activities  of  children,  still  of 
school  age,  which  might  have  been  avoided.  At  present  the  ill 
effects  are  showing  in  children  of  the  early  teen  ages,  but  the 
lack  of  home  control  and  discipline  is  appearing  in  children  much 
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younger.  If  continued  for  any  extended  period  the  results  will 
truly  justify  the  word  "appalling"  used  above. 

It  would  seem  that  in  this  day  and  age  parents  have  failed 
to  acquire  a  true  conception  of  the  part  that  family  life,  of  the 
right  kind,  can  play  in  the  true  education  of  a  child.  The  family 
unit  is  not  the  closely  knit  organization  that  it  was  in  earlier 
generations  and  was  always  intended  to  be.  Community  of  in- 
terests between  parents  and  children  has  gradually  grown  less 
and  less  as  our  means  of  enjoying  common  interests  has  increased. 
We  see  many  of  these  very  important  aids  become  actual  causes 
of  family  disunion.  More  than  one  father  has  literally  been  driven 
out  of  the  house  by  the  sob-sister  stories  and  soap  programs  blared 
by  the  radio,  or  driven  nearly  to  distraction  by  screaming  con- 
troversy as  to  who  shall  have  first  chance  at  the  comic  section 
of  the  paper  that  he  wants  to  read.  In  all  too  many  families  the 
peace  and  comfort  of  parents  is  overshadowed  by  the  demands 
of  the  children.  We,  as  parents,  have  grown  soft  and  have  thereby 
done  actual  harm  in  the  true  education  of  our  children. 

Too  many  people  believe  that  education  is  wholly  a  matter  of 
training  in  a  classroom  under  a  trained  teacher.  This  is  really  but 
that  part  known  as  formal  education.  There  is  immeasurably  more 
which  is  also  education,  in  the  sense  of  learning  things — some  of  it 
miseducation,  to  be  sure — which  is  acquired  subconsciously  during 
these  waking  hours  outside  of  the  five  hour  school  day.  This 
part  of  the  store  of  learning,  often  in  direct  opposition  to  the 
teachings  in  school,  is  more  easily  acquired  and  more  immediately 
effective  because  it  is  acquired  without  compulsion  from  any  out- 
side source  and  without  conscious  effort.  Some  of  it  is  adopted 
out  of  sheer  perversity — just  because  it  is  something  that  should 
not  be  learned — a  sort  of  forbidden  fruit.  We,  as  parents,  need 
to  see  to  it  that  opportunities  for  such  miseducation  are  reduced 
to  a  minimum.  This  can  be  accomplished  by  supervision  of  leisure 
time  and  selection  or  control  of  the  type  of  associates.  It  is  not 
easy  to  accomplish,  but  is  much  worth  while. 

We  would  also  do  well  to  supervise  our  own  conversations 
and  vocabularies  in  the  home.  Too  often  that  old  adage,  "little 
pitchers  have  big  ears"  is  forgotten  and  sometimes  to  our  great 
embarrassment  or  even  sorrow.  It  is  so  easy  to  say  things  in 
the  family  circle  which  we  would  not  venture  to  whisper  outside. 
Children  do  not  always  know  the  true  force  or  value  of  what 
they  hear  and  are  very  likely  to  misunderstand  and  repeat  incor- 
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rectly  things  not  intended  for  publication.  There  are  also  those 
little  social  insincerities  and  'white  lies'  which  seem  so  innocent 
to  us  but  which  are  an  example  of  grave  import  in  the  spiritual 
growth  of  a  child.  We  send  a  child  to  the  door  to  tell  an  un- 
welcome caller  that  we  are  not  at  home.  Does  that  add  to  the 
child's  respect  either  for  us  or  for  the  truth?  We  can  recall 
many  such  cases  of  failure  to  do  our  duty  by  means  of  that 
greatest  teacher,  EXAMPLE.  Teaching  based  upon  precept  alone 
was  long  ago  discarded  as  futile. 

All  that  has  gone  before  is  but  preliminary  to  the  thought 
that  upon  those  of  us  engaged  in  the  profession  of  teaching  has 
been  placed  an  awful — in  the  sense  of  awe  inspiring — responsibility. 
Not  only  must  we  provide  'all  of  the  children  of  all  of  the  people' 
with  the  basic  elements  of  academic  learning:  we  also  perform 
many  of  the  educative  functions  of  the  home  and  some  which 
belong  to  the  church.  For  the  home  we  teach  obedience,  politeness, 
consideration  for  the  rights  of  others,  selfcontrol,  fair  play,  kind- 
ness, helpfulness,  thrift,  community  spirit,  loyalty  and  patriotism. 
For  the  church,  because  so  many  do  not  have  regular  church 
privileges,  we  must  teach  love  of  truth,  honesty,  morality,  respect 
for  authority,  respect  for  parents,  clean  speech  and  freedom  from 
malice.  Not  all  of  these  and  perhaps  not  any  of  them  appear  as 
separate  subjects  in  the  curriculum,  but  they  are  all  taught  day 
in  and  day  out,  year  in  and  year  out,  by  precept  by  implication 
and  by  example,  in  every  classroom  where  the  teacher  is  worth 
her  salt.  And  now  as  a  result  of  this  present  horrible  world  con- 
flict we  must  also  teach  that  "blood  and  tears  shall  be  the  in- 
heritance of  that  people  who  neglect  to  learn  and  to  teach  that 
the  earth  has  grown  smaller,  that  all  men  on  it  are  fundamentally 
alike,  that  no  human  being  need  now  lack  food  or  shelter,  and 
that  science  has  made  it  necessary  for  men  to  live  in  peace  if 
they  want  to  live  at  all." 

TEACHING  PERSONNEL 

Good  fortune  has  continued  with  us  during  the  year  in  that 
our  staff  of  teachers  has  remained  almost  intact.  There  were  but 
two  changes.  One  of  these  occurred  fairly  early  in  the  year  and 
the  place  was  filled  by  a  substitute  until  June.  Later,  Miss  Staples 
resigned  her  position  in  the  sixth  grade.  The  position  as  assistant 
to  the  principal  and  coach  teacher  was  filled  in  September  by  the 
election  of  Miss  Marie  Keegan  of  Lawrence,  a  graduate  of  Salem 
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Teachers'  College  in  1943.  To  replace  Miss  Staples,  the  services 
of  Miss  Natalie  Smith  were  secured.  She  is  also  a  graduate  of 
Salem  Teachers'  College.  Both  of  these  young  teachers  show 
promise  of  becoming  valuable  acquisitions  to  our  staff. 

TEACHERS'  COMPPENSATION 

During  the  year  it  was  found  necessary,  because  of  mounting- 
living  costs,  to  give  certain  salary  increases  to  all  school  employees. 
Later  in  the  year  an  enactment  by  the  legislature  made  other  in- 
creases practically  compulsory.  The  result  is  a  somewhat  higher 
figure  for  teaching  in  our  next  budget.  This  is  in  keeping  with  the 
practice  throughout  the  Commonwealth.  Our  increases  were  modest 
when  compared  to  the  demands  of  some  groups  of  teachers  in 
other  communities.  Payments  in  any  town  are  bound  to  be  effected 
by  the  rates  paid  for  such  work  in  other  towns. 

SCHOOL  COSTS 

There  is  a  natural  increase  in  every  element  of  our  school 
costs,  natural,  that  is,  for  these  times  of  short  supply  and  low 
value  of  money.  Books  and  supplies,  while  not  high  in  price  as 
compared  to  food  and  clothing,  are  of  necessity  higher  than  in 
normal  times  of  more  balanced  supply  and  demand.  The  same 
condition  applies  to  fuel,  transportation,  repair  supplies  and  main- 
tenance costs  in  general.  There  is  no  certainity  that  the  cost  of 
tuition  and  transportation  of  high  school  pupils  will  stay  at  the 
same  level  as  for  several  years  past.  Throughout  the  State,  in- 
creases in  school  budgets  of  from  sixteen  to  twenty  percent  are 
not  unusual. 

SCHOOL  ENROLLMNENT 

The  elementary  school  enrollment  for  the  town  on  October  1, 
1943  was  almost  identical  with  that  of  the  same  date  of  1942. 
Later  in  the  year  there  was  a  time  when  the  number  exceeded 
that  of  the  year  before.  Throughout  the  present  school  year  the 
number  has  ranged  just  under  three  hundred.  Tables  found  later 
in  this  report  will  show  how  these  pupils  were  distributed. 

OUR  WAR  SERVICE 

Twice  during  the  past  year  the  schools  have  been  called  upon 
to  do  an  important  work  in  service  to  the  nation.    These  efforts

were  war  work  in  a  very  true  sense  because  they  had  to  do  with 
helping  in  the  equitable  distribution  of  commodities  which  the  na- 
tion had  to  share  among  its  armed  forces  and  their  civilian  sup- 
porters. There  was  probably  no  other  group  of  people  equipped 
to  carry  out  these  intricate  jobs  of  registering  for  and  distributing 
the  ration  book.  The  public  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  those  who 
did  this  work  so  capably. 

Another  very  important  activity  which  is  very  intimately  con- 
nected with  the  war  economy  is  the  promotion  of  the  sale  of  war 
bonds  and  stamps,  especially  stamps.  This  Middleton  school  has 
done  an  unusually  fine  piece  of  work  in  this  connection.  I  hope 
Miss  Manning  in  her  report  will  give  figures  to  show  what  has 
been  done.  The  Minute  Man  flag  flown  on  the  school  flagstaff  is 
evidence  of  the  support  given  to  this  activity  by  local  children. 

Of  course,  our  children  have  had  their  part  in  the  various 
drives  for  the  collection  of  scrap  and  paper.  In  consideration  of 
the  small  number  of  children  involved,  the  amount  collected  is 
surprising. 

The  Junior  Red  Cross  is  a  proverbial  part  of  work  in  this 
school.  I  have  seen  it  in  operation  here  for  twenty  years.  At 
present  the  work  done  is  only  changed  in  character  from  previous 
years.  The  spirit  has  always  been  good  and  the  articles  produced 
of  excellent  quality  and  careful  workmanship. 

One  room  in  the  building  has  a  collection  of  citations  for  excel- 
lent work  in  connection  with  other  patriotic  activities.  Gardening 
and  canning  have  been  a  part  of  the  work  directed  by  this  teacher. 
In  general  this  work  is  under  the  auspices  of  the  4-H  Club  move- 
ment. Here  again  the  children  of  Howe-Manning  School  prove 
far  above  the  average  in  their  accomplishment.  Credit  for  such 
records  belongs,  in  part  at  least,  to  enthusiastic  leadership. 

THE  PLANT 

The  school  building  is  maintained  in  excellent  condition  of 
repair  and  is  kept  clean  and  warm.  There  is  little  more  that  can 
be  done  for  housing  conditions.  There  are  defects  which  will  be 
remedied  as  soon  as  man  power  and  materials  are  available.  These 
are  not  serious  at  present  but  must  be  cared  for  before  a  more 
serious  condition  comes  in  the  future. 
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DEPARTMENTAL  REPORTS 

Appended  to  this  report  will  be  found  the  reports  of  the 

Principal  and  of  the  supervisors  of  special  subjects.    These  are 

worthy  of  examination  because  of  the  evidence  they  give  of  the 
well  rounded  care  which  is  given  to  local  children. 


CONCLUSION 

I  extend  thanks  for  cooperative  and  courteous  consideration 
rendered  by  all  of  my  associates.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


The  general  activities  of  the  Middleton  School  Committee 
continue  much  the  same  as  those  described  in  previous  reports. 

War  has  brought  inevitable  and  serious  changes  in  the  daily 
and  home  lives  of  our  pupils,  creating  a  much  more  difficult  task 
for  the  teacher  in  molding  those  lives  in  her  charge  and  building 
worth  while  citizens.  We  suggest  the  community  take  a  tolerant 
attitude  towards  the  behavior  of  these  children  reared  under  the 
abnormal  conditions  existing  in  the  world  to-day  over  which  they 
have  no  control.  In  many  instances  both  parents  are  employed 
while  in  other  cases  the  fathers  who  are  in  the  service,  can  not 
exercise  the  control  in  the  home  as  in  normal  times. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  many  changes  in  our  school 
faculty. 

Miss  Barbara  Staples  resigned  to  join  the  Waves  and  Miss 
Arlene  McEvoy  has  become  a  government  employee. 

Mrs.  Patricia  Kingsley  has  returned  to  private  nursing  while 
Mrs.  Bernice  Sherwood  whose  services  we  were  most  fortunate  to 
secure,  has  undertaken  the  duties  of  School  Nurse. 

We  welcome  to  our  staff  of  teachers  Miss  Natalie  Smith  and 
Miss  Marie  Keegan,  both  State  Teacher's  College  Graduates  who 
come  to  Middleton  with  splendid  credentials. 

As  to  School  maintenance,  with  a  constant  check  on  the  fuel 
supply,  there  is  an  adequate  store  of  coal  to  fulfil  the  demands 
of  this  coming  year.  Though  shortages  have  occurred  and  war 
prices  have  prevailed  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Committee  to 
keep  a  generous  supply  of  workable  material  and  necessary  books 
on  hand.  New  exit  lights,  required  by  state  law  electrically  con- 
nected to  an  operating  switch,  have  been  installed.  Our  former 
equipment  proved  inadequate  as  batteries  furnishing  power  had 
to  be  constantly  replenished. 

Many  interior  improvements  have  been  accomplished  through 
the  untiring  efforts  of  our  School  Janitor,  Mr.  Clinch. 
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To  all  the  faithful  members  of  our  school  system  we,  as  dele- 
gates of  the  town,  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  their  sin- 
cere co-operation  and  loyalty.  The  inspiration  created  by  the 
sound  teachings  of  our  corps  of  teachers  continues  on  through  the 
higher  education  of  the  student,  steadying  him  and  directing  him 
forward  to  better  living  and  a  saner  world.

S.  G.  Bean, 
Madam  and  Gentlemen: — 

In  compliance  with  your  request  I  submit  a  report  of  activities 
in  Howe-Manning  School  for  1942-1943. 

Our  school  year  began  with  an  assembly  at  which  Defense 
Stamps  were  explained  and  discussed.  Pupils  purchased  them 
when  they  wished  at  the  post  office  until  January,  when  a  real 
effort  was  made  at  school  when  we  decided  to  sell  stamps  there, 
on  Tuesday,  the  period  of  our  former  Bank  Day. 

This  proved  a  success  and  has  been  continued  ever  since. 
Until  September,  the  sales  were  made  by  Miss  McEvoy,  Mrs. 
Ganley  or  myself  but  since  then,  pupils  from  Grade  VIII  have  most 
ably  carried  on. 

We  were  requested  by  the  U.  S.  government  on  Jan.  19,  1943 
to  sign  up  for  a  special  effort  to  end  April  17,  1943.  We  chose  a 
Jeep,  at  that  time  priced  at  $900.  After  our  citation  for  that  we 
added  a  star  to  denote  another  Jeep  as  we  earned  one.  We  also 
secured  our  Minute  Man  flag  to  be  flown  monthly  if  90%  of  pupils 
enrolled,  purchased  stamps.  This  has  been  up  every  month  but 
one,  to  February,  1944. 

In  September,  1943,  the  value  of  a  Jeep  was  set  at  $1165,  and 
in  response  to  a  call  from  Education  Dept.  of  the  U.  S.  Treasury, 
for  a  drive  to  end  Dec.  7,  1943,  we  decided  to  work  for  a  new  Jeep 
and  at  least  two  parachutes,  we  got  it  and  nine  parachutes  instead 
of  two. 

Our  total  sales  from  Jan.  1943  through  Jan.  1944  have  been 
$4934.75. 

We  are  now  signed  up  for  a  Field  Ambulance  and  as  many 
parachutes  as  possible  before  April  25,  1944. 

Room  flags,  designating  100%  weekly  purchasers  and  room 
graphs  to  show  individual  buyers  have  been  designed  and  made; 
and  these  have  helped  much,  in,  holding  interest  and  participation. 

We  are  purchasing  a  $50  bond  in  this  Fourth  War  Loan,  with 
funds  raised  in  paper  drive  and  stamp  movie  show. 

The  cooperation  of  pupils  and  teachers  in  carrying  on  this 
project  is  a  lesson  in  itself. 
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Our  instrumental  music  instructor,  Mr.  Woessner  of  Lowell, 
has  continued  his  groups  on  Wednesday,  and  has  been  most 
generous  with  his  time.  At  present  he  has  5  violins,  1  saxaphone, 
2  guitars,  1  piano  accordian,  1  trumpet,  1  mandolin  and  1  clarinet. 
The  school  orchestra,  under  Mr.  Killam,  meets  on  Thursday.  New 
members  are  added  as  they  reach  the  point  when  they  are  recom- 
mended by  Mr.  Woessner. 

A  subject,  which  to  me,  seems  to  need  much  consideration  is 
manual  work, — sewing  for  girls  and  whittling,  chair  caning,  and 
simple  constructive  wood-working  problems  for  boys.  For  several 
years  this  was  a  part  of  our  school  curriculum  but  was  necessarily 
given  up.  There  was  no  room,  either,  when  we  came  to  the  new 
building  in  the  fall  of  1937.  There  are  several  sides  of  the  ques- 
tion to  be  considered,  but  these  stand  out  to  me.  The  practical 
side  of  the  course  in  sewing  for  girls  is  self-evident,  while  the 
hand-work  for  boys  gives  them  much  useful  knowledge,  applicable 
at  home,  and  also  is  a  morale  building  opportunity  for  many  who 
are  not,  perhaps,  quite  socially  adjusted  in  their  grades. 

At  present,  the  classes  might  possibly  be  held  in  the  play- 
room, but  there  is  no  place  for  storage  of  the  bulky  equipment, 
necessary  for  that  type  of  work. 

The  long  day  for  bus  pupils  and  the  lunch  hour  are  problems 
that  are  still  with  us.  In  the  spring  and  fall  the  play-ground  fur- 
nishes "something  to  do,"  but  in  the  winter  months  there  is  little 
chance  for  games.  Over  two  hundred  children  who  are  transported 
plus  those  who  go  home  to  lunch,  arriving  back  almost  as  soon 
as  the  former  get  out  in  the  yard,  must  necessarily  create  a  situa- 
tion, difficult  to  adjust.  As  we  see  it,  the  only  solution  is  a 
shorter  noon  recess. 

Our  P.  T.  A.  is  sponsoring  as  usual,  our  cocoa  and  soup  noon 
lunch  project,  that  is  the  organization  pays  for  cocoa,  soup,  sugar 
and  making  while  money  collected  takes  care  of  the  milk  for  cocoa 
and  soup  as  well  as  that  served  as  milk.  This  year  we  are  using 
over  one  hundred  ten  (110)  quarts  per  week. 

I  know  I  speak  for  all  teachers  as  well  as  myself  when  I  say 
we  are  justly  proud  of  the  pupils  who  make  this  project  a  success. 
Without  their  help,  it  could  not  be  done. 

Grade  registration  has  necessitated  some  changes  in  pupil 
distribution,  but  a  sincere  effort  has  been  made  to  arrange  classes 
so  that  each  child  may  have  the  best  social  adjustment  possible. 

Coach  classes  have  been  arranged  according  to  grades  in 
room,  and  special  pupil  need.  As  formerly,  the  room — teacher 
decides  on  the  subject  for  the  month,  and  the  pupils.  We  have 
found  the  very  irregular  attendance  has  prevented  some  from 
receiving  the  extra  help  which  was  planned  for  them. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  thank  all  members  of  the  teaching  staff 
for  their  splendid  assistance,  and  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
co-operation  of  the  committee  and  superintendent.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  the  Supt.  of  schools  and  members  of  the  school  committee. 

The  Nursing  Service  activities  include  weighing  and  measuring 
the  children  in  January,  May,  and  September.  Cards  are  sent 
to  the  parents  after  each  weighing,  showing  the  child's  height, 
weight  and  the  correct  standard  weight.  The  preliminary  testing 
of  vision,  assisting  with  totoid  inoculations,  and  medical  exami- 
nations. Inspections  of  contagion  suspects  and  return  absentees. 
Examinations  of  heads  and  hair  when  school  opens  and  after 
each  vacation  for  pediculosis,  and  each  week  for  recurrent  cases. 

Dr.  Adrian  C.  Moulyn,  of  Topsfield,  the  school  physician  gave 
physical  examinations  to  all  the  children  present  in  the  school 
starting  Tuesday,  September  7,  1943,  and  continuing  each  Monday 
following  until  they  were  completed.    These  were  as  follows.

Total  number  of  pupils  were  found  with  conditions  requiring 


attention  180.

Twenty  six  pupils  were  inoculated  for  immunization  against 
diphtheria.  All  children  between  the  ages  of  six  months  and  twelve 
years  should  be  immunized  with  diphtheria  toxoid. 

Eye  examinations  given  to  300  pupils  resulted  in  notices 
being  sent  in  seven  cases.  Three  new  pupils  are  now  wearing 
glasses.  Six  home  visits  were  made  regarding  health  habits  and 
follow  up  work  in  each  case  for  school  hygiene.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  ART 


Our  Art  course  this  year  has  presented  work  in  Drawing, 
Color  and  Design  to  the  children  of  the  Middleton  schools. 

This  course  covers  the  fundamental  art  skills  that  provide  a 
secure  foundation  both  for  the  interpretation  and  appreciation 
of  art,  and  develops  genuine  creative  ability  for  those  who  are 
capable  of  it.  It  teaches  whatever  is  within  the  power  of  all  to 
acquire,  and  at  the  same  time,  encourages  the  development  of 
children  with  special  talent.  It  shows  children  how  art  can  and 
does,  enter  into  all  the  aspects  of  man's  life  and  encourages  them 
to  use  art  principles  as  a  means  of  beautifying  their  houses  and 
all  things  they  use  and  wear.  It  seeks  to  develop  in  children  a 
desire  to  make  a  contribution  of  their  own  by  learning  how  to 
improve  the  things  around  them.  It  seeks  to  enrich  all  the 
teaching  that  the  teacher  does,  by  giving  art  a  practical  connection 
with  the  children's  interests,  activities,  and  experiences  both  in 
school  and  outside  school. 

It  has  been  said  that  art  is  second  only  to  radio  as  an  instru- 
ment for  war  effort  appeal  to  the  public.  The  visual  stimulus 
of  the  poster,  the  illustration  and  the  cartoon  are  of  paramount 
importance  in  teaching  "the  man  who  reads  while  he  walks." 

Drawing  from  their  own  experience  and  backgrounds,  the 
children  have  developed  sketches  relating  to  such  current  subject 
matter  as  Civilian  and  National  defense,  Nutrition,  Salvage,  and 
Bond  and  Stamp  sales.  The  development  of  figure  drawing  has 
been  particularly  emphasized  during  these  past  months. 

I  feel  that  the  work  accomplished  this  year  has  been  most 
stimulating  and  the  results  most  satisfactory. 

My  gratitude  to  the  teachers,  whose  unfailing  interest  and 
efforts  have  contributed  so  much  to  the  success  of  the  Art  program!

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 


To  the  School  Committee  and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the 
Town  of  Middleton: 

The  program  of  music  in  the  Howe-Manning  Grammar  School 
is  similar  to  that  of  the  last  few  years  and  the  pupils  continue 
to  show  a  keen  interest  in  it. 

Due  to  the  splendid  cooperation  of  the  teachers,  the  ability 
of  the  pupils  to  read  by  note  is  considerably  improved,  and  each 
room  has  a  fine  repertoire  of  beautiful  songs  which  the  children 
love  to  sing.  All  the  teachers,  including  recent  additions  to  the 
staff,  are  doing  effective  work  in  music. 

Mr.  Woessner's  instrumental  class  still  acts  as  a  feeder  to 
the  orchestra,  and,  in  addition,  we  have  a  tonette  band,  made  up  of 
piano  accordion,  guitars  and  tonettes. 

The  orchestra  parts  to  many  well  known  songs  have  been 
purchased  this  year  and  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  chorus 
sometimes  sing  with  orchestral  accompaniments. 

Besides  the  choral  and  instrumental  music  at  graduation  in 
June,  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  chorus  gave  a  Young-Old 
Folkes  Concert  in  April,  when  groups  from  other  rooms  assisted. 
The  event  was  well  attended  and  quite  successful. 

At  Christmas  time  a  particularly  successful  program  was 
given  in  the  hall  when  each  room  gave  special  numbers  and  the 
whole  school  sang  carols  with  orchestral  accompaniment. 

The  supervisor  appreciate  the  efficient  work  and  help  of  Prin- 
cipal C.  Alice  Manning  and  wishes  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
school  committee  and  the  superintendent  for  their  support.
